A Hereas We haue beene mooued, and vvich

King of Spainc, to pardon and remit vnto the offendoꝛs in that 
N D of outragious tſeditious aſſault, which was made vpon the late 
| Spaniſh Ambaſſadonrs houſe at the Barbican, the peines and 
JF>) | puniſhments vnto which they are adiudged being farre toogen- 
tie foꝛz their demerrits ; wee haue beene pleaſed at the laſt to 
yeelde vnto ſuch his requeſt : But this wee Would not doe, 
neither did wee thinke it to ſtand with Our honoꝛ to doe it, without a publique decla- 
ration, aſwell of our iuſt indignation foꝛ that which is paſt, as of the ſcueritie (Where⸗ 
in Wee are reſolued to bee inflexible) which the like offendozs are to expect hcereafter ; 
this which wee now doe, being contrary to Our owne reſolution, and meerely vpon that 
interceſſion afozeſaid. 

Wee findeittherefoze very ſtrange, and are ſenſible of it, as an intolerable indignitie vn- 
tothe Stepter of Monarchie which we hold, that Our Citie of London, which in all Anti⸗ 
quitie hath beene namedthe Kings Chamber, where all things ſhould paſſein quiet, and 
with obedience and oꝛder, ſhould turne like the wilde Boꝛders (as they were in fozmer 
times) ſubiect to bpꝛoꝛes and tumults; and that the Pꝛentiles which ought to be contained 
with the leaſt becke of their Paſters,ſhould turne Outlawes, as ik they had ſhaken off the 
yoake of Law and Gouernment : And we let them know, that if at any time it ſhould ſo 
fall out that blood ſhould be dꝛawne, oꝛ laughter made of any ot their number, though it 
were by malice , violence and iniury, yet may not they vpon perill of their heads gather to⸗ 
gether in ryotous and tumultuous manner foꝛ their reuenge, oꝛ quarrell(foꝛ that were no 
better then diffidente of Our Juſtice, and extoꝛting the lwoꝛd out of Our hands) but their 
dutie is to ſeeke to the Matoz of London, and to other their Magiſtrates and Our Mini⸗ 
ſters relpectinely, foꝛ Pꝛotection and Juſtice, which God willing we ſhall be alwapes rea⸗ 
die and reſolute to miniſter vnto them to their full contentment andſatiſfaction : Much 
leſſe onghtthey vpon a vaine and headleſſe bꝛuite, by occaſion of aſuppoſed hurt done, and 
that by accident and miſchante, to haue runne together in tumult with outcryes and vio · 
lence tnſuchinlolent and ſeditious maner. 


But that which doth further in a high degree aggranate their offence,was,that this fu- 
rious aſſault was vpon the houſe of an Ambaſſadoꝛ, which by the Law of Nations is 
held Sacred, and wherin the Pateſtte of Kings (whom they repzeſent)isintereſſedand 
violated. 

And therefoꝛe this being vpon lo eminent a plate and perſon, if we ſhould not be carefull 
to pꝛeuent the like in time to tome, Wee doe plainely diſterne in Our Pzincely pzoutdence, 
that vpon many caſuall euents (Which it lieth not in the witt of man to fozeſee) people 
may runne in tempeſt together, and the ſcumme of the Suburbes may 1oyne to the 
youth and Pꝛentiles of the Citie, and pzoceede from fury to pillage, and fill all things with 
milchieke and combuſtion. 

wherefoze wee doe ſtraitly charge andcommand all the inhabitants of Our citieof 
London, andof the Liberties thereof, and alſo of the Suburbes and confines of the ſaid 
titie, that vpon no occaſion, quarrell, iniurie, oꝛ pꝛouotation whatloener,they doeaſſemble 
themlelues in any fozcible manner, butreſozt vnto Puſtice, which hall neuer faile them; 
And in caſe they otherwiſe doe, we ſhall by theſe mutinous and furious Commotions and 
inſurrections of people, be fozced to doe that which wee ſeldome doe (and but in tale where 
oꝛdinary Juſtice would come to late, oꝛ to ſhozt) that is to command that the offendozs be 
erecuted by Martiall Law without delay,o2 other fozmality ofpzoceeding. : 

Andneuerthelelle Wee doe in ſtrait manner charge and command , aſwell the £Patoz 
and other gouernours of Our titie of London and the Liberties thereof, as the Lieutenant 
of Our countic of Midleſex, and all and cueryof Our Juſtices ofthe Peate, and all other 
inkerioꝛ Officers, as Conſtables, and the like, aſwell within the citie of London as without, 
that vpon the firſt beginning and bꝛeaking fozth of any ſuch occaſion, they doe with their 
beſt and vtmoſt diligence, authozity, and fozces ſuppꝛeſſe, bꝛeake and ſcatter all ſuch tumul⸗ 
tuous and ſeditious aſſemblies of people, vpon peine of impaiſonment, fine and ranlome, 
as bpon betrapers of the gouernement and peate of Our Kingdome; And vpon peine alſo 
of ſeiſure of the Liberties of Our ſaid Citie, if the default ſhould bee manifeſt and gene⸗ 
rall in the Gouernours thereok.
